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HE Emperor having approved of the 
Sentence of Death given by the Court 
Martial at Belgrade againft the unfortunate 
Major Genera] Doxat, late Governor of Nif- 
fa, the fame was pronounced in Form on the 
17th of laft Month, in the Prefence of that 
General, who received it with great Firmnefs 
and Tranquillity ; and as foon as it was pro- 
nounced, he made a thort Speech to the Coart 
Martial, in which, among other Things, he 
faid, ** I cannot yet believe I deferve Death 
of account of my Condoét in the Surrender 
of Niffa; for | muft ftill think, it was the 
moft prudent Thing I could do, to preferve to 
the Emperor thofe fix Battalions that were in 
Garifon in that Place, which mut otherwife 
have been ali cut in Pieces, or made Sleves a- 
mong the Turks; therefore, if I had another 
Life to lofe, and thould agzin find myfelf in 
the feme Ciocumftances, 1 mutt declare I 
would again a@ in the fame Manner. Is this 
then the Recompence | am to meet with, for 
38 Years faithful Service, and for the Wounds 
I -have wpon fo many Occafions received in 
fighting for the Houle of Aufria? Mut I 
fulfer Death for having preferved the Lives of 
fo many brave Men?” By this Speech it ap- 
peared, he received his Sentence with a good 
deal of Refeatment; however he afterwards 
prepared for Death with great Refignation to 
the Will of God, and on the 20th, which 
was the Day of Execution, he behaved in 
every Circumflance with great Compofure and 
Serenenefs of Mine, Before he left the Pri- 
fon, he embraced the Lieutenant who had 
been upon his Guard, thanked him for all 
his Civilities, and prefented him with the 
gold Buttons he hed in his Shirt Sleeves, fay- 
ing to him, ** This, Sir, 1 hope you will ac- 
cept of, being all I can give you, as a Mark 
of my Gratitude.” He was then put into an 
open Chaife with his Valet de Chambre, and 
carried to the Place of Execution ; and as he 
went along, he faluted in the moft courteous 
Manner ail thofe of his Acquaintance, and 
likewife all thofe who fcemed to thew a more 
than ordinary Concern at his Misfortune. 
When he arrived at the Caferne or Barracks, 
where he was to be excuted, cafting his Eyes 
upon the new Works near the Place, ‘* Thefe, 
faye he, are the Fortifications which were 
saifed under my Care and Direétion; and in 
thefe I am this Day to lofe my Life.” Then 
looking upon the Officers who had been in 
Garifon with him at Niffa, they having 
beeo all brought thither ia order to fee the 
Example that was to be made of their Gene- 
ral, he faluted them, and called out to them, 
«« Adieu, my Friends, you know for what I 
die.” Having faid this, he alighted from his 
Chaife, and mounted the Scaffold without 
the lea@t Sign of Concerp, where after a 
Prayer, he placed himfelf 
hair on which he was to 
Blow ; and his Valet having blindfolded 


and unbuttoned his Shirt Neck, the Execa 
tioner, who appeared to be in great Confuf. 
on, gave him a Biow with his Ax, but 
pened to ftrike him in the left Shoulder; & 
that the unfortunate General fell from th 
Chair, with a moft difmal Groan, whic 
brought Tears from the Eyes of the Spx. 
tators, and raifed a moft general Murmw, 
This increafed the Executioner’s Confufior, 
fo that he gave the General three other Blows 
ia the Back and Shoulders, without putting 
an End to his Life; and at laft the Vaile 
got hold of his Mafter’s Hair, and held uw 
his Head, till the Executioner gave the i- 
nifhing Stroke. 

While the General was in Prifon, he wu 
attended by the Bithop of Belgrade and the 
Superior of the Jefuits at that Place, who 
did all they coula to convert him to the Re 
mifo Religion; but he rempined firm to bis 
Principles, and died a Protefiant ; which wa 
the Religion he had alwaye profefied, being 
by Birth a Swift of the Family of Mua, 
and born in the Country of Vaud. He wn 
not quite 60 Years of Age, and had for 3 
Years ferved the Emperor with great Rep 
tation; to which if we add, that he wa 
an expert Engineer, we may have fome Re 
fon to conclude it was not Cowardice, bx 
the bad Condition the Fortifications of Nj 
fa were in, that made him furrender at th 
firft Summons ; for if he imagined the Fa 
tifications were foch as could not enable the 
Garifon to Ife the firft Attack, he wa 
certainly in the Right to furrender upon be 
nourable Terms at the firft Summons; sm 
if he was guilty of a Mifteke, it feems hud 
to execute a Man for an _ yh Je 
ment only; for when a fingle Man, 2 
Body of Troops fuffer in. their Chanda 
by a Miftake or Accident, a gentle Repedl 
raifes in them fuch a Defire to regain the 
Charaéter, that it often makes them it 
beft Troops in the Army, at the next br 


them, ‘ His Imperial Majefty bad thoogtt 
fit to make a publick Example of that Gr 
neral, in order to let the Officers of 
Troops know, that when he trufted thes 
with the Execution of his Orders, he & 
peéted they thould follow them 
without int them according to the 
own Sentiments.” | But his Imperial Mijelt 
muft likewife take care, that his M . 
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your to excufe their own Negle& 
“os by making a Sacrifice of the 
ficera they employ- , 
hes toe Turkifh regular Troops 
and Militia, -having for a Time beeged 
the little Fortrefs ot Ufrza, in which was a 
Carilon of 150 German Soidiers and 200 Raf- 
cians, commanded by Captain Ler fcbner, they 
made, during the Siege, four different Al- 
Guults pon the Place, in every one of which 
they were repulfed with great Slaughter 5 but 
the Fortifications being at laft reduced almoft 
to a Heap of Rubbith by the Zurtifo Cannon 
snd Bombs, the Garilon reduced to 50 
Men, and their Provifions entirely exhaufted, 
he Captain was on the 22d of laft Month 
nbliged to beat the Chamade, and defire to 
aptulate. The Turkifo> Aga, or General, at 
ot faid, he was furprized to hear a fimple 
pain with a Handful of Soldiers demand 
capitulate, and that therefore, if they ex- 
reGted any Favour, they muft furrender at 
Dideretion. To which the brave Captain 
u(wered, That if they could not obtain an 
able Capitulation, they were refolved 
odie in the Piace; but that they had Pow- 
ier enough left to make four Times their 
umber of Turks die before them ; and that 
be lat two Barrels they would make ufe of 
ot blowing themfelves and the Fort up toge- 
ber, This brave Anfwer procured what 
hey wanted ; for the Capitulation was figned 
xt Day, and on the 24th they marched out 
ith all the Honours of War, and were con- 
utted to Belgrade. 
From Corfica we have an Account that the 
nilit of Boifieux, General of the Frénch 
oops lately tent to that Ifland, having given 
he proper Affurances to the Malecontents, 


hey thereupon named their Deputies, viz, . 


he Canon Orticoni, and Don Peter Giaffery, 
ho were to repair to Baffia, to confer with 
ut French General: And it is remarkable 
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that both the Deputies, at th every firft Ia- 
terview, declared, That they put great Cone 
fidence in his Moft Chriftian Majefty’s known 
Juftice and Impartiality, and that therefore 
they hoped he would not attempt to force 
them to fubmit agaia to the Gene. The 
Count and thefe Deputies have fince had fe- 
veral Conferences together, but the Marquia 
of Mari, Commiffary General from Genoa, 
is feldom or never admitted 5 fo that the Gee 
moefe feem to have very little to do in thie 
Affair, and probably they may from hence- 
forth have very little to do with that Ifland. 

Mr. Trevor, the Britifo Minifter at the 
Hague, is endeavouring to their High 
Mightineffes to a&t in Concert with his Brie 
tannick Majefty, in order to obtain Satista&tin, 
on from Spain, for the Depredations come 
mitted upon the Eng/i/b and Dutch Merchante 
Ships in America; and on the other Hasd 
the Marquis de St. Giles, the Spanifb Minifter 
there, is as bufy in endeavouring to prevent 
their High Mightinefles from entering inte 
fuch a Concert. 

We had lately an Account of the following 
extraordinary Conference between the King of 
France and his Prime-Minifter. The Mi- 
nifter was advifing his Mafter to app'y him- 
felf to Affairs of State, which is an Advice 
few fuch Servants give to their Mafters. 
Upon receiving this honeft Advice, his Moft 
Chriftian Majefty faid, *‘ He was more fa- 
tigued with fitting an Hour ia Council, thaa 
with a whole Day's Hunting.” To which 
the old Cardinal, with a Smile, anfwered, 
** Sir, you are however, yourlelf fo well 
qualify’d to direct the Affairs of your King« 
dom, that it would be great Pity your Ma- . 
jefty thould employ wholly in the Pleafares of 
Hunting, a Time fo neceffary to procure the 
Happinefs of your People.’* To this the 
we are told, replied, ‘© Monfieur le ry 
I'll confider of it.”
